FICIT WILL BE SMALL 


ENSION FUND 


Another Georgia Land Grant Fraud---Fake Fire In- 
_ Surance Company Again Trying to Do Busi- 
ness in Georgia---State Capitol Gossip. 


OMMISSIONER OF PENSIONS J, 

W. LINDSEY expects now to 

complete the payment of all pen- 
sions by the end of next week, which is 
considerably jearlier than was antici- 
pated, as he lost about three weeks from 
his office on account of sickness. 

Since his return to the gapitol, how- 
ever, he has been busily engaged with 
the remaining counties, and he thinks 
he will be able ‘to settle with all of these 
by March 3 or 4. There is nearly $200,- 
000 of the pension fund yet to be paid 
out, and most of this will be paid through 
|Comptroller Genera] W. A. Wright and 
Secretary of State Phil Cook, who act 
as agents for the pensioners in many 
counties. Both of these state officials 
give their services without charge to 
this work, simply to aid the old soldier 
in getting his money from the satate as 
soon as it is possible to secure it, 

The indications are now that the de- 
ficit jn the state pension fund will be 
considerably smaller than was first 
thought, on account of the unusually 
large death rate. When the payment of 
pensions was begun the indications point- 
ed to the fact that there would be a 
deficit of something like $25,000. As 
the payments progressed, however, it 
was discovered that the death rate in 
many counties was far in excess of 
what it has been in former years, so 
much so that it is now thought the de- 
ficit may not be more than one-fifth of 
that sum. Probably $4,000 or $5,000 
will cover it, it is thought. While noth- 
ing definite can be told until the pay- 
ments have been completed, these are 
_the present indications. 
| State officials feel very much gratified 
Over the prospect that the pension fund 
\as appropriated, $860,000, will come 
pretty near meeting all necessities. 
Whatever deficit there is, they will try 
to arrange for until the legislature meets, 
in order not to make any of the old vet- 
erans who are on the rolls wait for 
their money until a special appropriation 
can be made, 


Another Land Grant Fraud. 

Transactions in froudulent Georgia 
land grants are every now and then 
brought to the attention of Secretary of 
State Phil Cook, in whose office the rec- 
ords of all grants of land made by the 
State are kept, 

An interesting case which the secretary | 
of state mentioned yesterday for the 
first time, was that of a Los Angeles, 
Cal,, man, who came into his office sey- 
eral months ago and told quite a piti- 
ful story. The California man had 
traded $8,000 worth of city property in 
Los Angeles, and a sheep ranch with 
2,000 shecp, for a bogus grant to 10,000 
— of land in Montgomery county 


a. 
Without having the matter investi- 
gated, the Californian packed up and 
brought his wife and two children to 
Georgia. He went direct to Montgomery 
county, where he sought to claim the 
land for which he -had traded. Finding 
there was no such land he came to At- 
lanta, and made his first investigation 
of the matter in the secretary of state's 
office. Secretary Cook soon convinced 
him that he had given away good prop- 
erty for a worthless piece of paper. 

The man, whose nama Mr. Cook could 
not recall, then returned to California, 
where he prosecuted on criminal] charges 
the man who had sold him the bogus 
Georgia land. The California courts 
Sent to Atlanta and secured answers to 
interrogatories from Secretary Cook. He 
was offered his expenses. if he would go 
to California and testify, but could not 
make the trip. 

A short time ago Secretary Coook re- 
ceived a letter from the Californian, who 
had been swindled, stating that the 
Swindler had been convicted ang sen- 
tenced to serve ten years in the pen- 
itentiary. 

Such cases come to light every now 
and then, but in most instances the par- 
ties who are thinking of purchasing 
Georgia land undergrants, make an in- 
vestigation to find out if the titles are 
good. The Indiana man did this, and 
thus saved himself a good dea) of 
trouble, and perhaps considerable cash. 


Said To Be a Fraud. 

Comptroller General W. A. Wright re- 
ceived a letter yesterday from Tennille, 
Ga., which convinces him that a certain 
insurance company that did business in 
Spots in Georgla until he had {t put out 
of business by securing a ‘“‘fraug@ order’ 
against it from the United States post- 
office department, is again trying to do 
business in this section of the country 
under another name. 

‘ae company in question was the Hart- 
ford Insurance Company of New York, 
which used a name and letter head so 
near like that of one of the prominent 
and well-known insurance companies 
that is complying with the law in every 
respect, that it was calculateq to de- 
ceive any but the close observer. 

When he ascertained the company was 
a fraud he entered into correspondence 
with the postmaster general, The United 


and soon ascertained that the company 
Was not responsible What ig called a 

“fraud order’? was issued against it, 
denying it the use of the United States 
mails, 

The comptroller general yesterday re- 
ceived a jetter from @ man in Tennille, 
Ga., saying that the Hartford Insurance 
Company, coupled with the name of 
some building in New York city, had 
written him asking him if he would rep- 
resent it as an agent. The letter stated 
that the company did not usually do 
business through agents, but occasion- 
ally appointed them for certain territory. 
Changes had also been made jn the Ilet- 
ter head, an engraving of the capitol 
building at Washington being substi- 
tuted in the center for the well-known 
Elk’s head. 

Comptroller General Wright repte* 
that in his opinion the company is a 
fraud.
